To the Honorable the Board of Regents of University of Wash- 
ington Territory : / 454 
The approaching meeting of the Legislature of Washington 
Territory, "brings with it to-the- undersigned the duty of submit- 
ting to your Honorable 1 body a repur't of ‘the’ present condition. 
and future prospects of the University. 


Two years ago, the institution which had been closed: for 
some time, was reopened under the charge of the undersigned as 
Président. He found the condition of the institution anything 
but satisfactory. The numerous changes by resignation or oth- 
erwise of the gentlemen under "whose charge" thé departmerit of 
instiuction had been placed, and’ the’ consequent irregularity in 
its'‘operations, led many possessed of sufficient metuis; tósënd their 
childrén tó schools in- sister States, which were’ noen fo ‘be in: 
successful operation, andaviich they could attend foranylength’ ot 
tinte "desired without inférruption.- -Othürs; ‘unable to do: this, :
